APPEALED TO POST-DISPATCH. 


CONTRACTORS CAN’T INTERFERE 
WITH PRIVATE SPRINKLING. 


President McMath and Street Com- 
missioner Varrellmann Say That 
Four Sprinklings a Day Are 
Not Enough.

Despairing of having the street properly 
sprinkled by the contractors under city in- 
spectors, the merchants of Olive street pro- 
pose to do their own sprinkling. Fourteen 
firms have expressed a readiness to sub- 
scribe to a fund for private sprinkling 
wagons to keep down the dust by supple- 
menting the insufficient sprinkling of the 
contractors. 

They have asked the Post-Dispatch to as- 
sist them by ascertaining if their plan is 
feasible. The Post-Dispatch has found that 
the plan is feasible and that there is noth- 
ing to prevent the merchants from supply- 
ing themselves with good sprinkling, if they 

want to. 

The request to the Post-Dispatch for in- 
formation and co-operation came in the 
form of the following communication: 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It seews impossible for the merchants on 
Olive street to have proper sprinkling. done 
by the contractors who have the job at present. 

The undersigned -would like to know, through 
the Post-Dispatch, if said contractors could in 
any way interfere with a private sprinkling 
cart, such as we would subscribe to the sup- 
port of in case we cannot get proper sprink- 

ling?

Yet the war seems.no nearer an end than 
it Was months ago. The Americans contro! 
less than 100 square miles of territory and 
will lose much of that when the rainy sea- 
60n sets in, 

An army officer, returned from Manila, 
made the astounding statement to-day that 
80 per cent of the soldiers jn the Philip- 
pines will get pensions for dysentery and 
Other intestinal complaints. 

An officer of high ra:éc, well qualified to 
Speak, estimates that the war is costing 
the Government about $280,000 a day. When 
the entire 35,000 men are in the Philip- 
Pines the daily cost will exceed $300,000. 

is estimate does not include the extra 
cost of the naval forces, whch will amount 
to $1,870,000 for the 137 days of tie war 
over and above the normal cost of main- 
ee, & oeeeree on the Asiatic station. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent was in- 
formed to-day that the expenditures for 
transporting troops, equipment, supplies, 
Subsistence, maintenance of the navy and 
the payment to Spain of the $20.000,000 in- 
ey and other ineidenta] costs will 
Probably foot up not less than $200,000,000, 
with the probabilities that this sum will be 
ed augmented by indefinite campaign- 


This enormous cost has practically re- 
@ulted in no material gain for the United 
Btates. The Americans have outposts 
Strongly intrenched as far north as San 
Fernando, to the south 20 miies and to the 
east about seven miles. This is not a con- 
tinu@us line, as the rebels often break 
through. 

The military jurisdiction of the United 
States, extremely limited about Manila. is 
more so in the Cavite province, having a 
peeuimeen of 133,9233—more inhabitants than 

anila province has. Cagayan province, 
north of Manila, has a population of 112.- 
857 and has never been entered by Amer'i-

KINGSHIP WILL BE ABOLISHED. 


Chief Justice Chambers Sustained and 
the Peacemakers Are Ready to 
Sail for Home. 


APIA, Samoa, June 14.—Via Auckland, N. 
Z., June 22.—The Samoan trouble is at an 
end. The joint commision has appointed @ 


provisional government consisting of the 
Consuls of the three Powers, empowering 
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office, and the various municipal offic-als 
are confirmed. Dr. Wilhelm Solf has been 
authorized to act as President of the mu- 
nicipality of Apia, and will be the adminis- 
trator in the new native government, 

The Comm.ssioners expect to ijeave June 
28 but they have requested Chief Justice 
Chambers to remain. Their report recom- 
mends the abolition of the kingship and the 
presidency of Apia and the appointment of 
a Governor, with a legislative counc:! con- 
sisting of three nom.nees of the interested 
Powers, assisted by a native house. Under 
this scheme, the Governor would have a 
veto over general and municipal laws. 

The only complete satisfactory features 
of the plan are the disarmament and dis- 
bandment of the navies, the resignation of 
Maletoa Tanu and the abolition of the 
kingship. These incidents greatly relieve 
and modify fears of another outbreak, but 
the proclamation of a Provisional Govern- 
ment is keenly criticised by natives and 
whites alike. 

Wataeta has surrendered 1,850 rifles and 
the loyalists have given up 2,000. After 
June 20 a heavy penalty will be enforced 
upon natives foynd with rifles. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The Secretary

THE FIRST IRONCLAD. 
Koreans Are Said to Have First In- 
vented Them. 


The Coreans were the firet to invent the fron- 
clad warship. In 1502 the hordes of Hiderveb! 
landed on the shores of Sou*hervy Corea and swept 
borthward througn the peninsula, with the avowed 
purpose of crossing the Chinese border and over- 
tarowiag the Ming Empire. The Coreans could 
offer no adequate resistance, for, while Corea had 
been at peace for several centuries and the eci- 
ence of war had received comparativeiry little at- 


tention, the islands of Japan bad been one grvat 
battle field, and the army of 100,000 men that 
landed on Corean soll were all veterans. The 
Japanese were provided with Grearms, which bad 
bever been seen in Corea. 

When, therefore, the Japanese forces swept pnortb- 
ward toward the capital, and the King fled by 
night along the road to the Caluese border, Corea 
came face to face with a hard, uncompromising 
fact.

The :timultus was sufficient, and 
D person Admiral Yi Sun-in Corea found tbe 
solution of the problem. The Japanese had preue- 
trated the country as far as i ‘senug-yanug, and 
were there awaiting an army or reinforc»ment 
from Japan, consisting of 100.100 men, before ad- 
vancing to the comquest of China. Admiral Yi 
perceived that it was only by destroying this 
euxiliary force that the Japanese could be checked, 
end he realized, moreover, tbat, shonli it once 
aet foot on Corean soll, all hope was gone.

AIGHES UNDER Tht HAY 


FREAKS OF THE MISSOURI RIVER 
LEAD TO QUEER THINGS. 


SUNKEN VESSELS ARE COVERED 


Efforts Made to Dig Down to Some of 
the Treasure-Laden Hulks Sunk 


Years Ago. 


OMAHA, Neb., June 22—By the fickleness 
of the Missouri River a square mile of Ne- 
braska, adjacent to Omaha, has this spring 
been dumped over on the Iowa side. By a 


similar change in the current years ago 


it gave a slice of Iowa to Nebraska, and 
this tract has been decided by the courts 
to belong to Iowa still, although it is now 
a part of Omaha, and ie covered with 
houses. What they will do about this square 
mile, which has just been set over in Iowa, 
is a question of deliberation. 

Two years ago there was much fear lest 
Omaha be left nigh and dry without water. 
The waterworks are situated at Florence, 
tive miles north. There is a bend in the 
river just above Florence, and during tne 
high water two years ago the current be- 
gan cutting across lots, until it was with- 
in @& quarter of a mile of an old channel! 
through which it used to flow in the lat- 
ter ‘Sus and early ‘#0s. Had it been able 
to reach this old course the stream would 
have rushed down it, and the waterworks, 
upon which Omaha depends for her waster, 
would have been left three miles from the 
river. Happily, this did not occur, and 
riprapping, since done, may prevent the 
catastrophe, aith h the city is not yet 
out of danger and there is no telling what 
the floods this epring yy A 

The fickleness of the issouri is well- 
known in the West. There is never a year 
in which Mh does not change Re course for 
a few rods at least. As a result, one never 
knows where to find it. Should one ¢g° 
away for a year, on his return he woud 
be as likely to find it a mile away from ite 
old channel as in it. These changes cut 
strange freaks at times. Recently, in re- 
moving snegs from ihe channel they were 
found to be at exact right angies to it.

’ hey are all a mile or go in the 
country and the grass la growing over their 
graves or the farmer is plowing corn over 
their remains. As they almost always sink 
in shoal water, in times the sand would be 
washed from under them and they would 
float down stream. But it is rarely that the 
river gives them a chance for this. A year 
is time — for it to change its mind, 
and before months have gone the chan- 
nel may be flowing at right angies or so to 
the right or left of the wreck. hen the soll 
begins to accumulate and in a couple of 
years the thrifty cottonwood is growing 


| recovered now. For instance, a steamer 
which was sunk at Arabia, in Missouri, was 
filed with whisky, which at the present age 
would sell for a handsome fortune if it 
could be raised. 

There is another boat further north which 
also has on board a cargo which would 
make the man who dug it up wealthy. As 
long ago as 1865 the Bertrand loaded with 
miners’ supplies, among which was a large 
quantity of mercury, went up the river 
bound for Butte, Mont. This mercury was 
sealed up in castiron jars, and there was 
35,000 pounds of it. When near De Soto and 
wees alhoun the boat ran into a snag and 
sank, 


In 1868 the Government eurvey located the 
sunken boat, and again, ll years later, 
Bertrand bend, so called from the steamer, 
was marked out upon the Government 
maps by the surveyors. Ax this latter date 
the prow of the boat was etill visible above 
the water, and a farmer, living: near Blair, 
Washington County, Neb., mortgaged his 
farm to raise money to secure the Bert; 
rand’s valuable cargo. He spent all hic 
money in raising two or three barrels of 
fish from the hold, and then was obliged to 
reiire, a ruined man, 

Two years ago three men entered the of- 
fice of Surveyor Grover in Omaha and 
asked for a dip needle. Their questions as 
to how it worked caused Mr. Grover to 
suspect that they were after sunken treas- 
ure, and he remarked after they went out 
that he would wager hie office that they 
were hcoking for treasure trove. 

‘Those men are going to look for some- 
thing in the Missourm River,"’ he remarked. 
They were, but Mr. Grover did not Know it 
for certain until a week later, when they 
returned and begged for his assistance. 
When the three men secured the dip needle 
whey returned to Bertrand bend, and the 
next night began their eearch for the lost 
eteamer. The whole night was wasted in 
experimenting, as none of them knew that 
in operating the needle it must be held 
straight north and south. As a resus of 
this ignorance, they found that, apparent- 
ly, metal was hidden all over the ” puri 
bottom. At last, tn the gray of the morn- 
ing, one of them, who was a little brigh’er 
than the other two, took the needle down 
to the river bank, and found that it dipped 
there as well as anywhere else. ; 


This convinced them that they did not 
know how to hunt treasure trove—at least 
in the Missour! bottoms—and they went 
after Mr. Grover. He visited De Soto and 
heard so much about the wrecked steamers 
that he also caught the fever and wrote 
to Washineton for the early government 
surveys. ev were sent to him. and, to 
his gurprise, he found the location of the 
Bernard wreck marked upon them. To an 
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old surveyor, with the map and figures, 
the latitude and longitude, it was no diffi- 
cult task to go back to De Soto and in half 
a day drive his stake over thé remaina of 
the lost steamer. 

But instead of being in the middle of the 
river, as it was thirty-four years ago, ft Is 
over a mile and a quarter from the bank, 
and in the middle of the meadow. The 
wreck occurred due east of a sand bar, 
which is now a mound in the field. While 
making his survey Mr. Grover met the old 
county surveyor of a quarter of a century 
ago, who came out, and, after taking his 
bearings, walked directly to the spot Mr. 
Grover had located, and stated that was 
where the Bertrand had gone down. 

Some digging was done a year ago, but 
the enterprise cannot be carried to a suc- 
cessful termination without capital, as the 
wreck is DD feet under ground, with 10 feet 
of water and several feet of quicksand to 
go through. As fast almost as a man oe 
the water and the sand rush in and undo 
what he has done.

EALF CROP IN MISSOURI IS NOW 
ANTICIPATED. 


MORE THAN ENOUGH FOR HOME. 


The Fruit Will Be Larger and Finer 
This Year Than Usual, Despite 
Fears in the Early Season. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June %.—The gen- 
eral opinion among apple dealers and grow- 
era around here has been that this year's 
crop of apples is to be a poor one, but ac- 
cording to L. A. Goodman, Secretary of the 
State Horticultural Society, the yield in 
the State will amount to one-half @ full 
crop. Two years ago nearly a full crop was 
gathered and the yield amounted to be- 
tween 8,000,000 and 8,000,000 bushele. Accord- 
Ing to that estimate there should be 4,000,0.0 
or 6,000,000 bushels in the State, which 
means plenty, not only for home use, but 
for shipping purposes besides. 

Mr. Goodman has just returned from the 
semi-annual meeting of the State Horti- 
cultural Soctety, at Pierce City, Mo. There

Winesaps, Hunsman's 
Favorite, Jonathans and Ingrams are gen- 
erally well filed and looking good. he 
present condition of fruit on the trees is 
encouraging. Apples are fair and so free 
from insects and other pests that the sup- 
ply of marketable fruit is expected by 
many to be almost as great as with an 
average full Grop. Apples will be larg:r 
than the usual size, according to present 
prospects.”’ 


About the same conditions rule in the 
Ozark region of Arkansas as in the apple 
districts of M.ssouri. Representatives from 
= O.den fruit farm, the Pomona farm, 
the West Piains fruit farm and from Erb 
& Co., at Cedar Gap, all of which have 
apple orchards gpataiess 2,000 é? 000 
trees, reported to W per cent a full 
crop. 

The yield of apples tn Southern Iowa anid 
Northeastern Kansas is expected to be al- 
most nothing, and whle there wil be 
enough appies in Missouri to interest oui- 
side buyers, good re are expected to 
rule.

HER FOLLOWERS ARE PUZZLED. 


None of Them Saw Her at the Recent 
Boston Convention—Her Doctrine 
That Death Is a Myth. 


St. Louls Christian Scientists are much 
interested.in the report that Mrs. Mary 
Raker Bddy, the founder of their order, 
is dead. Such a report will cause surprise 
to those who are not Christian Sc‘entists, 
because during the recent convention at 
Boston it was announced that Mr. iddy 
was present and had read an address. 

But Christian Scientists are seriously 
debating the question whether Mre. Eddy 
is a living reality or only a myth. The 
anialion for the belief that she is dead 
ie the statement m by one who was at 
the Boston Convention that Mrs. Eddy did 
not appear at all, and the inac lity 
of the old lady to her somewers, One at- 
tendant upon the convention : 

“The report that Mre. Bddy appeared at 
the convention in Boston ie absolutely un- 
true. Her address waa read by another 
person and handed out to the representa- 
tives of newspapers with the false etate- 
ment that it was delivered by Mra. Eddy 
in person. I was there, and know what 
lI am talking about. Mre. Exidy’s fatiure 
to appear hae created a sensation such 
as 1 have never known in the ranks of 
Christian Sctence. any Scientigts

Mrs. Eddy is now almost inaccessible to 
Christian Scientists, even the most devoted 
of her disciples. It has been two years and 
more since any of her intimates, who 
might have no motive in concealing the 
truth, have held communication with her. 
None of them. can say: “I have seen Mrs. 
Eddy in private and talked with her.” 

Ten years ago Mrs. Eddy began to lead 
the most secluded life imaginable. She 
moved suddenly from ‘her elegant Boston 
residence to Concord, N. H. 

Mrs. Eddy floats in an air of mystery. She 
has been seen always at her home by spe- 
cial appointment, in a subdued and twt- 
lightly atmosphere, and for only a short pe- 
riod of time. Descriptions of her vary *° 
much as to be absolutely unreliable. Judge 
Pwing of Chicago. who.,saw her some years 
ago, spoke of her appearance in an address 
here. He described her as having a look 
of youthfulness, of ever-lasting youth, @ 
springy step, like a girl of 16, a clear eye 
and a complexion like pink satin. Others 
ay that “of course Mrs. Eddy now seems 
a little old and feeblie.”’ 

Josephine Curtis Woodberry, tn the May 
Arena, declares that Mrs. dy has not 
been a well woman for #@ years. Mises 
Woodberry, however, was at one time Mré. 
Bddy'’s most intimate friend, and is now her 
dearest foe. Miss Woodberry does not 
claim to have seen Mrs. Eddy for a con- 
siderable time. 

Mrs. Eddy is supposed to be © yeare 
old, and many pereons who lay no ial 
claim to immunity from disease atten Pp 
lic functions at that age. Concord, N. H., 
is not a very great distance from Boston.

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CHICAGO'S FAIR EXPERIENCE. 


Desiring to obtain practical, first hand information concern- 
ing the bearing and éffect of large expositions upon the com- 
munity, the Post-Dispaich sent several staff correspondents to 
Chicago with instructions to interview the principal public 
and business men of that city. 

The first of these interviews, with Mayor Harrison, published 
Tuesday afternoon, is a comprehensive statement of Chicago's 
gains. : 

The benefits are inestimable. The first in importance, as the 
Mayor thinks, is e@ucational. The whole world was brought 
to Chicago and there put on exhibition where it could be 
studied at short range. 

Next is the advertising. Chicago is the best known Ameri- 
can city among the people of Europe. This benefit, commer- 
cially, educationally and socially, cannot be overestimated. It 
is beyond calculation. 

The tangible, permanent benefits are conspicuous. The Field 
Museura is a noble memorial of the great exhibition—the 
greatest museum in the world. 

The street railroads were obliged to improve their service to 
accommodate the enormous traffic, and these improvements 
remain. The steam roads began to elevate their tracks during 
the fair, and the work is still going forward toward comple-. 
tion. Without the stimulus of the exposition Chicago would 
now be wrestling with the surface track problem. 

The Mayor estimates the money spent in Chicago by visitors 
at $26,000,000, an enormous sum to go into trade in one city in 
the short space of six months. 

These are eucouraging words fur St. Louis. They should 
stimulate every citizen to do his utmost for 1903. The Post- 
Dispatch will give every point of view in these Chicago inter- 
views.

DIED OF HER BURNS 


MAMIE WILLIS SUCCUMBED TO 
HER INJURIES. 


THE AFFAIR A MYSTERY. 


Miss Wills Declared She Did Not 
Know How Her Dress Became Ig~ 
nited, Unless by Stepping 
on a Match. 


Mamie Wills, aged 18 years, who was 
terribly burned about the head and body 
Wednesday afternoon in her room at 106 
North Fourteenth street, died in the City 
Hospital early Thursday morning. 

Just how the accident occurred is not 
quite clear, but it is believed the young 
woman stepped on a lighted match, which 


ignited her clothing. Before she knew it 
her dress was in flames. 

Frantic with excitement she ran down 
the rear stairway and out into the yard, 
ail the while calling loudly for help. here 
PWas no one near. 

When her cries finally attracted the at- 
tention of the family living next door, she 
was being literally burned to death. 

A high fence separates the two houses. 
Over this the girl tried to climb, but fell 
backward in the effort and fainted. Blank- 
ets were hastily procured, but there was 
noth'ng but smoke to smother. 

The young woman was removed in an am- 
bulance to the City Hospital. There Dr. 
Nietert pronounced her injuries fatal. 

The only other person in the house at 
the time, it is said, was the colored serv- 
ant. The latter professes to know noth- 
ing about the case. She heard screams, 
she gays, that seemed to come from the 
front apartment. When ehe got upstairs 
no one was there. 

“I know I cannot live,” she sald, as they 
placed her or a cot. “How this dreadful 
thing happened don’t know, but my dress 
thing happened I don't know, but my dress 
a match.’’ 

Soon after this the woman lapsed into un- 
consclioueness, and in her fearful misfor- 
tune not a friend remained at the bedside. 

The landlady of the house where she 
lived eald: “Well, I'm sorry for her, but I 
can't do anything. I liked her because she 
always paid me regularly.” 

When a reporterr called at the house 
Thursday morning two young men, one of 
whom was in tears, and a woman, were 
seated in the parlor. The trio at first ut- 
terly refused to discuss the tragedy. 

“I don’t know anything about the 
except that her name wae Edna Mills. 
said the woman. “She kept her affairs to 
herself and was an absolute stranger when 
she came here.”’ 

Eventually the 
“diamond” in his shirt said he was 
mie’s sweetheart,” and that he knew all 
about her. 

“Her folks are highly respectable,” he 
said, “and we wanted to keep the news 
from them for awhile. This will be a hard 
blow to her family. They live on Ann ave- 
nue, in South 8t. Louls, and Mamie has 
only been away from home about three 
months. If they don’t want the body, 
though, we will see that.it is given decent 
burial.”

The Coroner was notified of the girl's 
death and an inquest will be held.

TRUST TO BE AN ISSUE. 


As Ex-Senator Blair Sees the Political 
Fight of 1900. 

NEW YORK, June 22.—Henry W. Blair, 
ex-Unfited States Senator from New Hamp- 
shire, says in an interview: 

“Trusts are evidently the leading indus- 


trial issue, if not the controlling issue, in 
the next campaign. As an industria] is- 
sue, the trust question must be the prin- 
cipal one before the country. Its relative 
importance as a campaign issue with ex- 
pansion or so-called imperialism is not eas 
to anticipate. I believe the next preaf- 
dential campaign will turn upon the indus- 
trial issue. 

“The most objectionable trusts originate 
in the efforts of profitable plants to save 
themselves a | combining with others. 
Trusts exist in free trade countries and 
the principal trusts in America are not de- 
pendent upon production for their existence 
or growth. he great abuse connected 
with trusts seems to be the fact that they 
seek to destroy competition by cembination 
of unprofitable plants, which they design 
to close up and substantially destroy with 
those which are retained for active produc- 
tion, and guarantee returns upon thia idle 
capital. © obtain the money to pay thia 
they must unduly tax the community in 
prices unnaturally high. 

“Combinations of this descriptien are 
against public policy. If conveyances which 
have been made are valid because there 
is no law against them, certainly new 
laws could be enacted which would de- 
clare such future conveyance illegal and 
void. If, in the future, such conveyances 
were declared illegal and void ab inito, I 
believe that the evil would cease. Such 
legisiation would not interfere with legitt- 
mate investment and the employment of 
great masses of capital in productive en- 
terprises. 

“It is the business of the Republican 
party to investigate and deal with this new 
aspect of our business and national affafra 
and find the true solution. More and more 
the trusts will own the capital which does 
the business of the world, and all the ma- 
er which is but another form of 
capital. Inevitably, then, they will seek 
the che t labor, for capital and machin- 
ery are in their nature portable and will 
go where the cheapest labor is.”’
